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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-13 are currently pending in the instant application. No amended or 
new claims have been presented. 

Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/US04/13014, filed on April 28, 2004. 
Acknowledgement is made of Applicants' claim for benefit of US Provisional Patent 
Application 60/466,674, filed on April 30, 2003. Said claim has been made in the Oath 
and/or in the first paragraph of the Specification.

Response to Restriction 
Applicants' election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1-13 is acknowledged. The 
Examiner also acknowledges the election of species: Example 1, compound 6 in Table 
1 on page 31 of the specification, as a representative compound. Applicant's 
arguments, see Response to Election/Restriction, filed October 20, 2006, with respect 
to the lack of unity have been fully considered and are persuasive. The restriction 
requirement of Claims 1-13 has been withdrawn. 
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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention pertains to the compounds and compositions of formula I, 
and methods of using the compositions as insecticides. The compounds according to 
formula I are free of the prior art: nothing known in the art anticipates or renders the 
compounds of the instant application obvious. The closest prior art related to the 
compounds of formula I are those taught by Sakamoto et ai (see IDS). 

Although structurally analogous, the compounds of the instant application are 
different than those taught by Sakamoto because of the connectivity between the linking 
chain (A-B-D) to the benzo-fuzed bicyclic ring system. The compounds taught by 
Sakamoto are connected to the heterocyclic moiety of the benzo-fuzed bicyclic ring, 
whereas the compounds according to formula I of the instant application have 
connectivity to said bicyclic ring system via the benzene moiety. There is nothing 
suggested in the prior art to make this change in connectivity. One skilled in the art 
would be enabled to make and use the compounds taught herein for the purpose of 
insect control using the teachings of the Specification in conjunction with the teachings 
of the prior art.
